Times Sunday magazine. 


The Funk and Wagnalls fellowship in prose is awarded to ROBERT HUTCHINSON of 
Hutchinson, Kansas. Holder of the Eugene F, Saxton Fellowship for his novel in 
progress, The Wheat Crop, his short stories and poems have appeared in many maga- 
zines, and Alan Swallow published his book of poems, The Kitchen Dance, in 1955, 
His previous awards have included residence at the McDowell Colony and Yaddo, 
with scholarships from Bread Loaf and the New School. 


When asked what she would like to be able to say of herself at age 60, 
ELIZABETH BAKER replied, "That I liked everything I had written." Her first book, 
a juvenile titled Tammy Camps Qut, was published by Houghton Mifflin in 1958. She 
is from Concord, Massachusetts, and has won the Weekly Reader fellowship in juvenile 
literature. Her next book, Treasures of Rattlesnake Hill, will be brought out 
by Houghton Mifflin this fall. She is engaged in completing a novel. 


GEORGE LEA is recipient of the Fletcher Pratt memorial fellowship in prose. 
- His novel, Somewhere There's Music, was published by Lippincott in 1958. He 
destroyed his second novel, end his third may be completed late this year. 


ANNE SEXTON holds the Robert Frost Fellowship in poetry. She lives in Newton, 
Massachusetts, and has been writing for some two years. Her first collection of 
poetry, To Bedlam and Partway Back, will be published by Houghton Mifflin next 
March.
